The Provost welcomed the newly-elected members of the Senate. 

The minutes of the regular meeting of February 10, 1978, were approved 
by the Senate as distributed. 


(a) Professor Wood, on behalf of the Executive Committee, asked for 
approval of the dates for regular Senate meetings in the 1978-79 Session as 
listed on the agenda, and the motion was seconded. Professor Hill said that 
he thought the September 8th meeting of the Senate fell awfully early in the 
semester, and he moved to change the date of the September Senate meeting from 
September 8th to September 15th in order to give the Senate members more time 
to get committee work underway and to prepare for the September Senate meeting. 

The motion was seconded. The question was called and the Senate voted unanimously 
to change the regular meeting date of the Faculty Senate from September 8, 1978, 
to September 15, 1978. No other changes were made and the following dates were 
approved :

(b) On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Wood moved the 
nomination for election of chairmen and members to the Senate Standing Committees 
for the 1978-79 Session, the list of nominees having been distributed at the 
meeting. The motion was seconded. Professor Wood then requested that two 
additional names be added: Dr. Richard E. Palmer, alumnus, to the Committee 

on Development and Resources , and Mr. William B. Hanback, alumnus, to the Committee 
on Athletics. Professor Jones asked that Professors Walton E. Smith and Robert 
H. Walker, Jr., be added to the Committee on Athletics. Professor Park requested 
that Professors Richard J. Frankie and Milton C. Devolites be added to the 
Committee on Fiscal Planning and Budgeting. There were no other nominations 
and the entire slate, including the additions, was elected unanimously. 
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3 (c) Professor Wood announced that the following Annual Reports had 

been received and distributed with the agenda: Professional Ethics and Academic 

Freedom Committee, Administrative Matters as They Affect the Faculty Committee, 
Student Financial Aid Committee, and Executive Committee. Professor Wood said 
that the Annual Report of the Appointment, Salary and Promotion Policies (including 
Fringe Benefits) Committee had just been received and would be distributed with 
the minutes. 

4 Under Brief Statements, Professor Wood, on behalf of the Executive 
Committee, read the following memorandum dated February 27, 1978, to the Executive 
Committee from Philip N. Reeves, Acting Chairman of the University Objectives 
Committee, in recognition of Professor John Kaye, former Chairman of the 
University Objectives Committee: 

The members of the University Objectives Committee wish 
to express their appreciation for the dedicated and imaginative 
leadership which Professor John Kaye of the School of Engineering 
and Applied Sciences, provided our group during the year which 
ended February 10, 1978. Although much work remains to be done. 

Professor Kaye's leadership made it possible for the Committee 
to make significant progress toward achievement of the charge 
assigned this Committee by the Faculty Senate. 


Provost Bright informed the Senate that there would be attached to 
the minutes of this meeting a memorandum from himself with a report prepared 
by Mr. Johnson, Planning and Budgeting Office. This report, he said, incorporates 
some material from the Chronicle of Higher Education, plus some additions specific 
to this University, which he thought the faculty might find interesting. 

Professor Rashid then read a statement submitted by Professor McIntyre 
on behalf of the Friends of the Library, as follows: 

The Collection Enrichment Committee of the Friends 
of the Library is sponsoring a drive for the donation of 
books from all faculty members the week of April 3rd through 
April 7th. If you have a box of books to donate, the 
Committee will pick the books up; otherwise, it would be 
appreciated if you would take the books to them. Please 
contact Connie McCarthy at Ext.

Professor Rashid said it was her understanding that if there are some books 
the Library can't use, they will be put on sale.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1977-78 Session 


During the 1977-78 session the Appointment, Salary and Promotion 
Policies Committee m_>t four times. The responsibilities of the committee 
were divided among four subcommittees. The work of the committee may be 
summarized as follows : 

I. The question of tenure at GWU was reviewed in accordance with a 
request from the Executive Committee and two resolutions were 
introduced. Senate Resolution 77/11 respecting Faculty Tenure 
and Senate Resolution 77/12 Respecting Limited Service Active 
Status Faculty Appointments were passed as amended in January 1978. 

The former establishes the principle that the regular service 
faculty (tenured and tenure track) be les3 than 100% of the full- 
time teaching faculty (regular service and limited service full-time 
teaching faculty) and calls for steps to be taken by the colleges 
and schools in cooperation with the departments therein to achieve 
that principle. S.R. 77/11 also requests the Administration to 
study the implications for both faculty members and the university 
of making early, partial retirement an option. S.R. 77/12 asks 

the Administration to study the implications of offering renewable 
contracts of a year or more for limited service full-time facu ty. 

A report on tenure from the ASPP Committee accompanied the resolutions. 

II. The effectiveness of the University Affirmative Action program was 
reviewed. Meetings were h ,ld with the Assistant Provost for 
Affirmative Action and an interested member of the faculty. A 
discrepancy between the salari s of male and female instructors 
revealed in a report by the Director of Planning and Budget was 
explained as accountable to the differences in salaries among 
departments. The committee studied the University's progress 
towards achieving its goals in the hiring of women and members of 
minority racial groups. Certain suggestions respecting the 
recruitment process were offered. 

III. The committee distributed to all faculty data obtained from AAUP 

sources and the Director of Planning and Budget show! ^ the average 
faculty compensation by rank at GWU in comparison with the average 
compensation by rank at other institutions comparable to GWU 
according to the AAUP rating.

To: The Faculty Senate 

During the past year the Chronicle of Higher Education has, from 
time to time, published a chart comparing Faculty Salary Averages as 
compiled by the American Association of University Professors with the 
Consumer Price Index and wages and salaries paid to non-agricultural 
employees. Recently, the Chronicle published the last chart in the 1977 
series. It appeared on page 2 of the issue dated January 30, 1978, 

Volume XV, Number 20. 

Faculty salaries are of considerable interest to all of us, and 
two charts are attached comparing our data with those published in the 
Chronicle. The first is a reproduction of the one chart as it appeared 
in the Chronicle of Higher Education with two entries added to it. One 
is the line designated as G.W.U. Average Salaries, and the other is the 
parenthetical notation, "(A.A.U.P. National Averages)", appearing under 
the caption FACULTY SALARIES. This chart purports to show the following 
indices relating to faculty salary averages : 

National Average G.W.U. 

1967-68 100.0 100.0 

1971-72 122.9 137.1 

1976-77 158.4 183.3 

The second chart (a bar graph) compares the actual salary averages 
used in calculating the indices. It indicates, for example, that our 
average salary in 1967-68 of $11,857 was somewhat above the National 
average of $11,114 while by 1976-77 our average of $21,727 was 
substantially in excess of the National average of $17,601. 

The AAUP data used in the two charts can be found in Table 21, 
page 172 of the AAUP Bulletin dated August 1977, Volume 63, Number 3.

ANNUAL REPORT 1977-78 

FACULTY SENATE COMMITTEE ON 
PROFESSIONAL ETHICS AND ACADEMIC FREEDOM 


The Committee met twice during the summer and once during the 
fall semester to consider several matters referred to us by the 
Executive Committee of the Faculty Senate. We report the following 
results of our study and discussions: 

1. A faculty member whose salary for 1977-78 represented a 
decrease relatively to the salary for 1976-77 had written a memoran- 
dum on the subject, expressing certain questions about the possible 
violation of academic freedom which it was felt such a situation 
might involve. The matter was referred to a subcommittee, whose 
members studied the relevant AAUP documents and consulted persons 

at other universities. After discussing the sub-committee's report, 
the Committee reached the following conclusion: 

We recognize all the issues and we recognize in principle the 
possibility of a violation of academic freedom in the kind of circum- 
stance before us; but we believe that Article X of the Faculty Code 
provides adequate machinery for the adjudication of any complaint. 

2. A former member of the faculty had addressed to the Committee 
chairman a memorandum raising questions about the method, the terms, 
and the procedures that had been utilized in the type of appointment 
involved ("Visiting") and suggesting that the Faculty Code might need 
amendment to provide certain kinds of safeguard. By invitation the 
writer visited the Committee during its second summer meeting, and 
the Committee discussed the matter in the fall. Such facts as we had 
been able to obtain about present practices led us to feel that the 
situation is not altogether clear, but we reached the following tenta- 
tive conclusion: 

Some safeguards perhaps are needed with respect to the term 
"Visiting" (more than with respect to the term "Adjunct"); but we 
need further instruction or information. 

3. Two members of the faculty had written memoranda raising 
questions about a possible need for revision of the Faculty Code 
with respect to some of the procedures specified in Section C, par. 

2, under "Procedures for the Implementation of the Faculty Code." 

By invitation, one of the two writers visited the Committee during 
its second summer meeting; and in the fall (during a meeting when 
the full membership could not be present) the Committee discussed 



the matter, with results as follows: 


At least for the time being, we think there is no need to change 
the Code with respect to application of the phrase "regular active 
status members" (p. 20). However, in view of the complexity of the 
issues, we prefer to have the matter addressed by the full membership 
of the Committee. Action was therefore deferred. 

4. A faculty member had raised a question about plans for modifying 
the system for granting tenure. The Committee deferred action because 

at the time of the fall meeting certain related questions were being 
considered by two other Senate committees, but it had not been possible 
for us to obtain information about their recommendations. 

5. There remains one other item of unfinished business. We 

still have before us statements written by some of the Committee 
members for 1976-77, but we ourselves have not yet been able to 
address the question: What, in the Committee's own view, should be 

the role of the Senate Committee on Professional Ethics and Academic 
Freedom? We request that the Committee for 1978-79 act on the question.

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The Committee met several times during the Senate year. A summary 
of the Committee’s major activities follows. 

1. The Committee reviewed Faculty Senate Resolution 77/5 (A reso- 
lution to Promote Faculty Productivity) and prepared a list of 
questions concerning the Resolution for the Fiscal Planning and 
Budgeting Committee. Furthermore, the Committee expressed its 
concern with suggested productivity measures for the faculty at 
a subsequent Faculty Senate meeting. Resolution 77/5 was reman- 
ded to the Executive Committee. 

2. Dr. Harold Bright met with the Committee to discuss three items 
that had been brought to the attention of the Committee by SGBA 
Faculty. These three concerned: 

a. Implementation of Faculty Senate Resolution 77/6 — Re- 
strictions on the Award of Tenure Status 

b. New Course approved by the Vice President for Academic 
Affairs 

c. Sabbatical Leave policies 

In a discussion of these items, it appeared that SGBA was en- 
countering unique problems not shared by the University commu- 
nity. Therefore, no further action was decided. 

3. An issue that the Committee had discussed in the 1976-1977 year 
proved to be under discussion in three Faculty Senate Committees. 
This issue related to the timely notification of faculty members 
concerning their faculty status. The Chairman of the Committee 
on Administrative Matters As They Affect the Faculty was invited 
to a meeting of the Tenure Subcommittee of the Committee on Ap- 
pointment, Salary and Promotion Policies to discuss their reso- 
lution related to the notification issue. The Resolution subse- 
quently was approved by the Faculty Senate.

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The Committee met a number of times. The early meetings were to 
review the existing policies on awarding student financial aid. This 
effort also permitted the newer members of the Committee to become familiar 
with these policies as well as the procedures of the Student Financial Aid 
Office and its staff. It was decided that no policy changes should be pro- 
posed at this time. 

A second and major effort of the Committee was the determination of 
what statement as to the role of the Committee was appropriate for submittal 
to the Faculty Senate. Deliberations resulted in a statement which has been 
forwarded separately to the Executive Committee of the Senate for its use. 

Finally, several matters have been presented to the Committee regarding 
scholarship awards for activities not currently considered appropriate. The 
next Committee may consider these matters further. 

The Committee was enthusiastic in its efforts and, I believe, productive. 
Mrs. Joyce Dunagan, Director of Student Financial Aid, was always well-informed 
and helpful to the Committee.

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The Executive Committee arranged the agenda for nine regular meetings 
of the Faculty Senate held during the 1977-78 session. The attached tabulation 
of resolutions summarizes the major formal actions taken. 

No cases of nonconcurrence were referred to the Executive Committee this 
term. However, there were several complaints concerning alleged violations of 
rights under the Code. In most instances informal consultation with one or more 
members of the Executive Committee disposed of the matter. In one instance, the 
case of Associate Professor Nicholas Kyriakopoulos , a special committee was elected 
to consider the problem. The committee was unable to effect a resolution of the matter 
and a formal grievance proceeding was initiated. That proceeding is not yet complete. 

In a second instance, informal consultation resulted in agreement that a proceeding 
under the Code was premature and that the appropriate approach at that time was to 
employ the grievance mechanisms of the Medical Center. A third case remains unresolved 
and it is not yet clear whether the election of a special committee will be necessary. 

Additional business of the Executive Committee included serving as the Senate's 
committee on committees, nominating members and chairmen of standing and special 
committees of the Senate and administrative committees as requested by the President; 
acting as an advisory body to the President; and, through the Senate Office, assisting 
the Grievance Committee in the conduct of its proceedings. 

The Executive Committee expresses its thanks to all standing and special 
committees for their contributions to the work of the Senate. We especially commend 
those members of the faculty who have agreed to serve on the Grievance Committee 
established under the new Code. The arduous and seemingly thankless task they perform 
is of great importance to all members of the faculty. The Committee also thanks the 
administration for its cooperation throughout the session and expresses its appreciation 
of Ms. Doris Trone's contribution to the successful conduct of Senate business.
